I recently visited with Mike at his Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, home to discuss his attitude toward professional 
Wrestling. Not surprisingly, I received some interesting 
answers to the questions poséd above. 

“Sometimes | wonder myself!’ Mike replied candidly 
when I asked him why he continues to step into the ring 
against Opponents that occasionally outweigh him by 
nearly 100 pounds. 

“Let me explain it this way,"’ the 215-pounder said. 
“When I want to improve my chess game, | play against 
someone who is much better than 1 am. In tennis, the 
accepted way of really improving one’s game is to play 
against someone with a lot more experience than you. | 
apply the same principle to wrestling. If I step into the 
ring against someone like Jake Roberts, | may be giving 
away some poundage, but I’m really putting myself to the 
absolute test of my abilities. I'm stretching my skills to the 
limit, and as a result I’m improving my wrestling style. 
I’m not necessarily in there to win, I’m in there to do the 
best I can. If [ win, it’s simply icing on the cake.” 

Jackson has been doing ‘‘the best he can’’ for about 12 
years as a professional. In that time he's wrestled in over 
1,600 matches and is currently ranked seventh in the 
United States among junior heavyweights. 

“The junior heavyweight division has long been over- 
looked, but I think interest is on the upswing,’’ Jackson 
said. “It’s good. A lot of people know me from seeing 
me wrestle on cable TV, but hardly-anybody knows that |

won a tournament last June to crown 
an Alabama State junior heavyweight 
champion, People should know that. 
Wrestling fans should be aware of the 
junior heavyweight division.

They are saying that a cham- 
pion shouldn’t surrender, nor should 
his manager be given the right to 
throw in the towel. It’s strange that 
the greatest criticism leveled at Back- 
lund was when he was at his most 
professional. This causes people to 
ignore the blight that was his 
championship. 

For once in his life, Arnold Ska- 
aland, Backlund’s manager, acted 

~ intelligently. When he threw in the 
towel, Backlund was beaten. 
Whether or not his back was previ- 
ously injured, as he claims (and only 
his mother believes), the once and 
former champion could have re- 
ceived permanent injury. There’s no 
sense in risking that for any title. 
What good could it have done for 
Backlund to lose both his title and 
career? For people to disagree with 
that decision only shows the differ- 
ence between the professional ath- 

- lete and his admirers. Fans want he- 
roes; wrestlers want long and 
prosperous careers. There’s no sense 
in making an empty gesture at the 
expense of your livelihood. 
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No longer will the WWF championship belt be wrapped around Bob Backlund's waist, and 
wrestling is that much better for that fact. 


Now that the night- 
mare is over, we must make sure it 
doesn’t occur again.

The controversy surrounding 
Backlund’s loss keeps us from exam- 
ining his career. The debate over 
whether or not he should have sur- 
rendered distracts us from this. And 
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HE MID-SOUTHERN region 
is being called ‘“‘Tag Team 
Mecca’* by experts in this facet of 
the sport. They say there are more 
good tag teams in that part of the 
country than anywhere else in the 
world. And they are right. 

The Fabulous Ones, Rock “n 
Roll Express, Bruise Brothers, and 
A-Team are some of the teams cur- 
rently campaigning in this AWA- 
governed region. The immediate 
goal shared by each of the teams is 
the AWA Southern title (currently 
held by Elijah Akeem and Kareem 


} 





Muhammad) and the utltimate 
dream of these teams is to wear the 
AWA World tag team champion- 
ship belts (currently in the 
posessesion of Sheik Adnan AI- 
Kaissie’s team of Ken Patera and 
Crusher Blackwell). 

No one knows better of the pool 
of tag team talent in the Mid- 
Southern area than Al-Kaissie. It is 
a well-known fact by wrestling in- 
siders that the manager has used all 
his power to keep his champions 
out of the area. 

‘““Kaissie has no choice,” AWA

while watching Patera and Black- 
well defend their titles in Memphis 
recently against Rick Morton and 
Robert Gibson, The Rock ’n’ Roll 
Express. ““The AWA madates who 
the champions must wrestle, and 
whether Al-Kaissie likes it or not, 
the Mid-Southern area is part of 
the AWA. The best tag teams in 
the sport are here in this area. 
Patera and Blackwell are the cham- 
pions. They have to give the best 
teams the opportunity. That’s man- 
datory. It’s part of the rules.”’ 

The Express defeated the AWA 
champs by disqualification that eve- 
ning. On the same card, The Fabu- 
lous Ones, Steve Keirn and Stan 
Lane, battled The Moondogs in a 
Loser Leave Town Steel Cage 
Match. Keirn and Lane passed up 
an opportunity to wrestle for the 
AWA tag team title to take this 
match, and it was well worth it. 
The Fab Ones defeated The Moon- 
dogs, forcing the former WWF 
champs to leave the area. 

Of all the fine combinations in 
the area, the two creating the most 
interest are two that don’t hold any 
titles: The Fabulous Ones and The 
Rock ’n’ Roll Express. These two 
teams have much in common. Both 
rely on quickness, scientific wres- 
tling skills, and fine teamwork to 
win their matches, Each team en- 
joys the support of the Mid-South- 
ern fans. Each team identifies with 
rock music and derives energy from 
the highly charged music to which

How the 
WWE could have called him the number one con- 
tender after Hogan was in the WWF area for only 
about a week, and wrestled on TV only once (with 
former WWF champion Bob Backlund as his part- 
ner), well, the only word that comes to my mind is: 
injustice. What about Jimmy Snuka? Fans have 
been clamoring for months for another title match 
for the “‘Superfly.’”’ What about Tito. Santana? He’s 
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been in the WWF longer than Hogan. So have 
Rocky Johnson and Tony Atlas and Ivan Putski. All 
of these men were more deserving of a title shot 
than Hogan. But Hogan was a new and exciting 
force in the WWF. He had the momentum of the 
commissioners and the fans on his side, momentum 
that owes itself to blind emotion rather than logical 
reason. Because if reason and logic had ruled the 
day, Hogan would never have been allowed to wres- 
tle for the title. 


ATLANTA, GA: What Ted DiBiase has done goes 
beyond reprehension. This man should be banned 
from the sport of wrestling permanently. He de- 
stroyed Bob Armstrong—broke both his cheekbones 
and ripped his face to a bloody pulp. Armstrong is 
going to require extensive plastic surgery, and all bets 
are off as to when he’ll be able to return to the ring. 
Meanwhile, DiBiase goes his merry way, loading his 
glove and leaving more bloody damage in his wake. 
A recent match in The Omni here saw Johnny Rich 
substituting for Bob Armstrong. What happened to 
Johnny? You guessed it: DiBiase loaded his glove 
and made a bloody mess out of him. Fortunately, 
Pistol Pez Whatley, Ronnie Garvin, and ‘The 
Masked Mr. R”’ ran out of the dressing room to 
help Johnny before DiBiase could do too much 
damage. The Masked Mr. R? Well, you remember 
how DiBiase ran Tommy Rich out of wrestling, 
supposedly for good? Nice try, Ted. Too bad the 
loopholes in the NWA bylaws don’t support the 
contract that had the Loser Leave Wrestling clause

A curtain was drawn, and there 
stood Dusty’s young blonde- 
haired sister, Connie. Rhodes, 
shocked and elated, rushed to his 
sister and gave her a bearhug. 
Dusty’s friends, including Dirty 
Yellow Dog, Mike Davis, and Mike 
Rotondo, joined in the happy 
celebration. 

Then it happened. 

Someone in the crowd of peo- 
ple reached for the bottle of ink 
Rhodes was to use to sign for his 
title match and threw it in Dusty’s 
direction. The ink missed Rhodes 
and splashed into Connie's eyes! 
It wasn’t difficult to pick out the 
perpetrator. It was the man with 
the painted face. The man who 
had been banned from Florida for 
a full year. The evil one. Kevin 
Sullivan. 

Sullivan has never committed a 
more heinous act. And had it not 
been for the wrestlers on hand, 
he surely would not have survived 
Rhodes’ retaliatory attack. Believe 


| me, they were not protecting Sulli- 
van; they were protecting Rhodes 


from facing possible criminal 
charges.

He has promised to quit 
wrestling unless Sullivan is 
reinstated.

ous about this. The love for his 
sister extends far beyond his love 
of being a wrestler. There is little 
to keep him from retiring. Even if 
he were to never work again, he 
would have enough money to live 
comfortably for the rest of his life. 
He has won two world titles and 
accomplished everything else 
there is to accomplish in this 
Sport. He now views wrestling 
only: as a legal means by which 
he can gain revenge against Sulli- 





van. Denied a chance to accom- 
plish that goal, he will leave the 
sport. 

Somewhere in the future, per- 
haps even as long as a year from 
now, Sullivan will have served his 
suspension and he'll be back. If 
we lose Dusty now, he’ll never be 
back. Evil will have triumphed 
over good because good will have 
been denied the right to fight 
back. That would be very sad, 
indeed. CL}

Gibson reasoned that youth gives 
his team the advantage. ‘‘Steve and 
Stan aren’t aS young as we are. 
They’re not ready to pack it in, not 
by a long shot, but they have been 


through some wars. That has an 
effect on a wrestler. It slows him 
down. | know we're faster than 
they are. I also think we take more 
chances than they do. Sure, some- 
times those chances backfire on 
you, but sometimes they don’t. If 
you re good, those chances will fall 
in your favor more often than not. 
And we are good,”’ 

Possibly if one of these teams 
moved on to another part of the 
country, each would get more at- 
tention and more title shots. But 
they are both’ happy just where 
they are. 

‘**This is the perfect place to be,”’ 
Lane said. “‘Where else can a tag 
team get so much good compe- 
tition? There’s a wealth of it here. 
I’d rather stay here with everyone 
else and wrestle in some really 
competitive matches than go some- 
where and win a ttle that really 
doesn’t mean too much.” 

Morton agreed. ““The best teams 
are right here. I think that at least 
one team from the Mid-Southern 
region will win the AWA World 
title within the year. And it will be 
a credit to all of us.

when discussing the Backlund title 
era. His ruthless bribing of referees, 
his failure to wrestle many legitimate 
contenders, and his hypocritical 
““sood deeds’’ can only infuriate a 


lover of the sport. His desecration of , 


the WWF belt’s dignity reduced its 
importance in the eyes of the world. 
The Iron Sheik will have a difficult 
time in bringing back the respect the 
belt once enjoyed. Because of Back- 
lund’s cowardly and limited defense, 
we can only consider the belt a re- 
gional title. Iron Sheik will have to 
struggle to return it to world cham- 
pion status, equal to the AWA and 


NWA belts. It may take years for 


that to happen. Another year of 
Backlund’s reign might have made 
the task impossible. 

Backlund’s depravity extended 
outside the wrestling ring as well. 
His sanctimonious drivelling slan- 
dered the reputations of many fine 


men. His almost pathological insis- 
tence on being the hero caused de- 
cent and honorable men to be con- 
sidered evil. One can only despise 
this tawdry tactic. One can only de- 
spise the man who would do it. 

At least we will now be spared the 
ludicrous sight of Backlund exercis- 
ing. Why he subjected America to 
watching him take the Harvard Step 
Test is a question only another ego- 
maniac could answer. For those for- 
tunate enough to have missed it, let 
me explain that Bobby bounced up 
and down a small set of steps for 
what seemed forever. This proved 
Backlund could do the most boring 
physical exercise for a very long pe- 
riod of time. Only a brain as defi- 
cient as his could allow a body to re- 
peat the same worthless task over 
and over. We were supposed to ap- 
plaud his stamina. Now that he’s no 
longer champion, we will be spared 


* 


such other spectacles as Backlund 
slapping himself in the face for 
hours, setting the world’s record for 
repeatedly running into a brick wall, 
and holding his breath until he turns 
blue. For sparing us this, we owe 
The Iron Sheik a debt we can never 
repay. 

It would be wrong to ignore 
Backlund’s matches. Never has a 
man been champion for so long 
without showing any physical su- 
periority over his opponents. Even 
the bribed referees could barely 
manage to save his title against Sgt. 
Slaughter, Ken Patera, Magnificent 
Muraco, Superstar Billy Graham, 
and Greg Valentine. The entire list 
of those from whom the title was 
stolen could fill this column. The 
double standard that allowed Back- 
lund to break any rule will always be 
synonymous with wrestling infamy. 
We can spend all day recalling the 
times his opponents were disquali- 
fied for phantom infractions that 
could only be seen by those on 
Backlund’s payroll. The rage he en- 
gendered makes it impossible to re- 
count his disgraces and maintain 
journalistic neutrality. A despicable 
man mired the WWE in a disgrace- 
ful period from which it may never 
fully recover. 

It is a testament to Iron Sheik’s 
ereatness that he managed to trap 
Backlund in a position where even 
the paid-off referee couldn’t help 
him. Skoaland should have ended 
the match earlier, but he kept look- 
ing at the referee to do something, 
invent a reason to give the match to 
Backlund. When that proved impos- 
sible, Skaaland did the only logical 
thing. 

It is ironic that Backlund, a man 
who turned disgrace into an art 
form, should be disgraced for the 
one professional moment in his title 
reign. Bob Backlund shouldn't be 
criticized for surrendering. It only 
keeps us from damning the man for 
his real sins, almost six years worth 
of matches that can only be recalled 
with a feeling of outrage and 
shame. lL}
